PLO to name govt.-in-exile

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9— 
The Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization plans to announce 
the creation of a government 
in exile at the upcoming Pa- 
lestine debate at the United 
Nations, informed sources 
told “Arab News” Thursday. 

The decision to form a Pa- 
lestinian government — 
which could conceivably ne- 
gotiate on behalf of the Pa- 
lestinians m any talks affect- 
ing their future — was reached 
at last month’s meeting of the 
PLO Central Council in Da- 


mascus, Palestinian sources in 
New York said. 

AD factions of the PLO — 
including the Rejection Front 
— are supporting the propos- 
ed government in exile, the 
sources said. 

Tbe government, will be 
composed of prominent Pales- 
tinians not officially linked to 
the PLO, as well as some PLO 
officials, they said. 

Some ministers will be re- 
sidents of the occupied terri- 
•tories and others will be Pa- 
lestinians living in Arab 
coon tries, as well as perhaps

KANSAS CITY, Missouri 
Nov. 9 (Agencies; — President 
Carter said Thursday he believes 
any peace agreement between 
Egypt and Israel should be link- 
ed to negotiations for an over- 
all Middle East settlement, par- 
ticularly the status of Palestin- 
ians on tbe West Bank of Jor- 
dan. 

Carter’s statement during a 
nationally broadcast news con- 
ference placed him in agree- 
ment with the stand of Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt. 
Prime Minister Mena hem Begin 
of Israel has sought to separate 
the agreement being negotiated 
in Washington from other 
Middle East issues. 

Carter emphasized that he 
was not attempting to impose 
his views on the Egyptian and 
Israeli negotiators. 

Carter noted, however, that 
a commitment to negotiations 
for an overall Middle East set- 
tlement was part of the out- 
line for peace reached at Camp 
David last month, 

“One of the premises for the 
Camp David negotiations was 
a comprehensive peace settle- 
ment,” the president said.

The anu-corruptioo drive 
reached the halls of parliament 
ihursday when deputies lifted 
the immunity of Mansur Yasi- 
ru for alleged industrial profi- 
teering.

Hussein urges Europe to help 
set up Palestinian homeland 


BONN, Nov. y (Agencies) 
— King Hussein of Jordan has 
emphasized in talks here chat 
he will have nothing to do with 
current Israeli-Egyptian peace 
moves and has called on Wes- 
tern Europe to help create a 
Palestinian homeland. 

The Jordanian monarch end- 
ed his three-day talks with West 
German leaders politely but 
firmly at odds with Bonn. He

King Hussein said in a pub- 
lic speech that Jordan had 
thoroughly studied the Camp 
David accords worked out by 
Israel and Egypt under U-S. 
auspices and found them un- 
satisfactory. 

“We in Jordan are totally un- 


able to bargain over Palestinian 
rights, Palestinian lands or Arab 
Jerusalem.” 

He said the Palestinians in 
Israeli-occupied territories had 
legitimate rights. He told Euro- 
peans: “We would hope that 
you could move in the future 
from speaking of that right to 
their own national home to se- 
curing those rights." 

In a speech in West Berlin 
Thursday Hussein said that 
Arabs could not agree to any 
peace settlement with Israel 
which would be unacceptable 
to ftiture generations. 

“We in the Arab world are 
seeking a just and durable pea- 
ce," he said. “We seek it in a 
manner that will be accepted by 
future generations. We cannot 
give up what we believe in. 
We cannot give up our rights." 

West Germany, like its Eu- 
ropean Economic Community 


lEEO partners, is steering wnat 
it believes to be a middle course 
ia the Arab-Jsraeii dispute and 
has told King Hussein it sees 
the Camp David accords as an 
important first step toward 
peace. 

The Jordanian monarch did 
not accept this view and stated 
publicly: “Western Europe 

cannot be neutral in a conflict 
which involves tbe occupation 
by one state of the territories 
of other states and the uproot- 
ing and dispossession of hun- 
dreds of thousands of innocent 
people.” 

Jordan’s European friends — 
and he emphasized his coun- 
try's close links with West Ger- 
many — could not be detached 
about the fate of the Palesti- 
nian people, he said.

The 
S hah ordered a special com- 
mission set up to inquire into 
their holdings in Iran. The re- 
latives were sent abroad by the 
Shah two months ago. Four of 
the Shah's five children, and his 
wife. Empress Farah, are in 
Tehran. Crown Prince Reza is 


currently studying at tbe U.S. 
Air Force academy in Colora- 
do. 

Opposition political leader 
Dr. Karim Sanjabi was repor- 
tedly on his way back to Teh- 
ran from Paris where he con- 
sulted with religious leader 
Ayatullah Khomaini. consider- 
ed the chief strategist of the 
protest movement against the 
Shah 

A spokesman for Sanjabi in 
Tehran said Thursday that the 
National Front leader had no 
plans to see the Shah upon his 
return. “Our position has been 
made clear repeatedly. There is 
no reason to negotiate or meet 
with the Shah,” Daryusb Foro- 
har said. 

The National Front is an 
umbrella for about 30 parties 
ranging from conservative to lef- 
tist. opposed to the Shah. It 
does not include the outlawed 
Communist Party. 

Sanjabi is considered a mo- 
derate and though supporting 
much of Khomaini’s opposition 
to the Shah, does not endorse 
the Ayatullah's demands for 
the Shah to be overthrown by 
force.

Americans defy customary election trends 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 tAfi- 
, enciesj Democrats will have firm 
control of the next U.S. Con- 
gress which covenes in January, 
but voters demonstrated they 
often are unimpressed with the 
power of incumbency, a familiar 
name or a wife of scandal 
The Democrats lost three

seats in the Senate, which they 
had controlled by a 61-38 ma- 
jority, where there is one inde- 
pendent. They gave up about 
a dozen seats in the House, 
where their majority was 288 to 
147. 

It was hard to see a consis- 
tent pattern. Of three Cali- 
fornia Democrats reprimanded 
by the House of Representatives 
for their dealings with South 
Korea, the most important was 
defeated — former Democra- 
tic whip John McFalL But the 
other two were re-elected. 

A representative convicted of 
using office funds to pay per- 
sonal expenses was re-elec led, 
as was one indicted for bribery 
and conspiracy. But another 
under indictment on conflict of 
interest charges was defeated, 
and so was a nother twice clear- 
ed of bribery charges by the 
co urts. 

Voter turnout was generally 
moderate, with balloting heav- 


ier than expected in areas with 
close election contests or where 
referendum issues excited voter 
interest. 

Sixteen states approved pro- 
posals to reduce local taxes or 
slash government spending, 
while returning most Democrats 
to office. 

The “Washington Star” com- 
mented: “It was no more dra- 
matic than a slow collapse to- 
ward the center. The Demo- 
crats moved noticeably from 
left to right, the Republicans 
at least slightly from right to 
left.”

Governor Jerry Brown of 
California and Governor James 
R, Thompson of Illinois en- 
hanced their presidential pros- 
pects by winning easy re-elec- 
tion in off-year balloting that 
saw Republicans make their 
first net gain of United States 
siatehouses in nearly 10 years.

Egypt granted 
Food for Peace 
credit by U.S. 

• WASHINGTON. Nov. 9 
(AP) — A new 40-year Food 
tor Peace credit agreement has 
been signed with Egypt, enabl- 
ing it to buy $214 million wor- 
th of U.S. wheat in the coming 
year. 

T he U.S. Agriculture Depart- 
ment said Wednesday that the 
aid will provide Egypt with 
about 1.5 million metric tons of 
wheat equal to about 55.1 mil- 
lion bushels. 

The agreement is a standard 
Food for Peace arrangement 
calling for an initial 10-year 
grace period in which Egypt 
needs only to pay an annual 
interest of Lwo per cent on the 
loan, and a 30-year repayment 
period in which the interest will 
be three per cent. 

The grain would be provid- 
ed through this fiscal year, 
which will end next SepL 30. 

For its part. Egypt announc- 
ed plans to carry out a number 
of agricultural self-help mea- 
sures such as development in 
poor rural areas. 

EEC urges

BRUSSELS. Nov. 9 (AP; — 
The Common Market Com- 
mission has recommended that

The recommendation, which 
threatens to renew a continuing 
controversy within the Euro- 
pean community over ties bet- 
ween foreign aid and human 
rights, is sull subject to appro- 
val by the nine member go- 
vernments.

China to get 
Intercontinental 
hotel chain 

HONG KONG, Nov. 9 (AP) 

— China has signed a $500 
million agreement with Inter- 
continental Hotel Corporation 
for designing, constructing and 
operating a chain of hotels in 
China’s major cities, the Hong 
Kong-based newspaper “Asian 
Wall Street Journal” reported 
Thursday. 

The paper said the agreement 
was reached after week-long 
discussions in Peking between 
officials of Intercontinental, the 
China International Travel Ser- 
vice and the General Adminis- 
tration for Travel and Tourism 
of China.

try’s leaden. He said that Islamic solidarity has been a cor- 
nerstone of Saudi policy since ihe creation of this Kingdom

Towards uniting I s la m ic states and Muslim peoples, the 
late King Faisal passionately advocated greater Islamic unity, 
fiat realizing that political unity is not easy to achieve jn a 
[ short while or even in one advocate’s lifetime. King Faisal 
estahtisbed a number of inter-Xslamic institutions to gradually 
! develop the concept that Islamic states can and should work 
closely together in the service of their faith and in the interest 
of their people. 

With this in mind. King Faisal threw the Kingdom's weight 
behind the Islamic League, the Islamic Development Bank, the 
Islamic Foreign Ministers’ Conferences, the Saudi Develop- 
ment Fund to assist Islamic states in need of financial help, 
and many other organizations. The Saudi government willing- 
ly bore the burden of foundmg, funding and accommodating 
all of these bodies. 

Thus Islamic solidarity in King Faisal’s plan, as it is also 
in that of his successor King KhaJed and Crown Prince Fahd, 
should materialize into some concrete institution that is of 
zeal benefit to the Muslim member states and through them 
to their people. It is not an abstract idea or wishful thinking 
that should be left by one generation of Muslims to the 
other to bring about. It is a living, tangible and beneficial con- 
cept that can be made to work in due course, given the good- 
will and willingness of other Islamic states in the world. 

- Despite Saudi efforts and the response to them by other 
Islamic states, there is st3l a great deal that can be done to 
pring Muslim states together- There axe many fields in which 
cooperation should be fostered and be seen to be of value 
to the Muslims, socially, economically and politically even if 
the ultimate goal of full political unity remains a fond aspir- 
ation.

British workers take to pay message

LONDON — 

The angry young worker at toe General Motors track 
plant in Dunstable had just taken part in an unprecedented 
revolt against his own union leaders. He and 3,000 of his 
males at an open, a k meeting in a soccer field shouted down 
their local union leaders and rejected a plea to strike against 
the government’s pay guideline. 

“Lex’s stick to the. five per cent,” the young worker dec- 
lared, “because Callaghan will only take it off us” 

These brusque words mutt have pleased Prime Minister 
James Callaghan, who, like most of the country, was watching 
the worker on the ten o’clock television news. Callaghan oow 
knows that his message baa gotten to the shop floor if work- 
ers break toe 5 per cent guideline — and they can — he 
wfil deflate the economy and force even higher an already 
high le vel of 1.4 million jobless. 

The incident at Dunstable and other events here are 
strengthening toe government’s belief feat it is winning the 
battle of the pay bulge, a battle that President Carter is now 
about to join. All over toe country, workers and their wives are 
challenging their union leadas — a rare phenomenon in tois 
country of class solidarity. — and backing Callaghan’s anti- 
, inflation call to curb wages. 


Callaghan’s battle is far from won. But the early signs 
of success could provide some useful iessofis fof .Washington, 
Only last month, popular cotnmentAwi here all 
agreed that guidelines, or pay policy as it is c&flfed in Britain, 
were dead. The leaders of toe Trades Union Congress bad 
rejected it. Tfee union chiefs then went to the Labor Party’s 
annual conference, spurned Callaghan, and used their bloc 
votes to put Callaghan’s own party on record against fee 
■device. 


But Callaghan, a shrewd politician, ignored these oligarchic 
votes and stuck to his guns. He suspected that most of toe 
country and many rank and file workers had absorbed the 
lesson of rhe last four difficult years and backed his approach. 

Four years ago, price rises were running above 30 per 
cent. But three years of pay restraint brought inflation down 
to 8 per cent. For the first three of toose four years, the real 
income of toe country was failing. Now Britain is enjoying a, 
modest boom and the losses in income have all been recovered 


This history is capsuled in abstract numbers. But to toe 
worker who must give up his package holiday in Spain, foil 
behind m his car payments, cut down on merit at toe dinner 
table, it ha$ had a very concrete impact.

Apartheid states blamed

Zambian President Kenneth 
Kaunda has blamed the white 
minorities in Rhodesia and 
South Africa for a wave of ra- 
cial unrest that swept through 
his capital earlier this week, 
the state-owned radio said 
Thursday. 

“The racist regimes of south- 
ern Africa have for a long tune 
been plotting to create condi- 
tions that make it more diffi- 
cult for Zambia to build a 
multi-racial society, Kaunda 
was quoted as saying at a meet- 
ing last night with visiting Nor- 
wegian Foregin Minister Knut 
Frydenfund. 

These plots could be seen 
in Lusaka earlier this week with 
“some innocent whites being 
victimized” because they were 
suspected of being Rhodesian 
agents. 

Bui the incidents “did not 
mean a calculated move to cre- 
ate racial unrest.' 1 Zambians 
had been forced to act as they 
had by Rhodesia's attacks on 
the country, Kaunda said. 


Two days ago mobs of sev- 
eral hundred, mainly young, 
Zambians built up in the city 
center and harassed or attacked 
whites. 

The incidents followed Rho- 
desia’s deepest-ever strikes into 
this country with bombers hit- 
ting camps less than 16 kms 
from the capital.

More than 140 demonstrations 
are planned throughout Spain 
Friday in a growing campaign 
against terrorist violence.

Ihe demonstrations are being 
supported by Spain's major 
trade union groupings, politi- 
cal partite and citizen’s asso- 
ciations.

Rabat parliament debates 
selective austerity budget 


RABAT, Nov. 9 IR| — The 
Moroccan parliament xhursday 
began debating “selective aus- 
terity” budgets for next year 
containing proposals to increase 
taxation of the rich, relieve 
taxes for the poor and boost 
home-building, agriculture, edu- 
cation and industry. 

Finance Minister Abdul Latif 
Ghissassi said that in toe bud- 
get the lowest income groups 
would be exempt from income 
tax. 

But taxes on the highest in- 
come band would be raised 
from 36 to 44 pe /cent "to 
increase the participation of 
higher income earners io the 


states financial effort" 

Under the plans, new indu- 
cements are introduced to fa- 
vor building homes with a re- 
duction in real estate registra- 
tion taxes, a five-year urban 
tax exoneration followed by a 
50 per cent rebate for the next 
five years for all new housing 
construction, and interest rebat- 
es on loans for homes building. 

The government itself plans 
to build 87,000 cheap housing 
units, of which 25,000 will be 
started next year, and it is 
hoped that private enterprises 
will be encouraged by the mea- 
sures at least to double this 
effort and help to eradicate 
shanties.

Italy's President Sandro Per- 
■im vowed a war on terrorism 
thursday as police in heli- 
copters and squad cars pres- 
sed a nationwide manhunt tor 
the leftists who killed a dis- 
trict attorney and two body- 
guards. 

"Ihe war will be long and 
difficult but 1 am sure that 
<he government, parliament 
and the magistracy will Lno» 
how to act," Pertini said in a 
speech to Italian judges. 

“Our duty is not to give in 
to terror, not to be demoraliz- 
ed In grief.” 

The latest terror strike was 
a “brutal crime" committed 
by “the criminal Cringe con- 
tinuing to push our country 
with implacable and fanatic 
valeness.” 

The president, a resistance 
hero who fought the Nazis 
during World War II, called 
toe terrorists’ victims “mar- 
tyrs of a new resistance 
against an enemy ruthless to 
liberty." 

The manhunt began Wed- 
nesday. hours after Fedele 
CaJvosa, 59, and bis body- 
guards were gunned down on 
a road 56 kilo m ete rs south 
of Rome. One of the terro- 
rists was wounded in the 
gunfire and died. Authorities 
speculated he was killed by 
his comrades to hasten their 
getaway. 

A caller told a Milan news- 
paper after the shooting toe 
leftist group "Frontline” was 
responsible. In Rome, a news- 
paper received a note from the 
“Fighting Communist Forma- 
tion,” which also claimed res- 
ponsibility for the attack. 

Police could not verify the 
authenticity of the claims, but 
said the dead terrorist, Ro- 
berto Capone, 24, had leftist 
ties and once belonged to an 
extreme leftist group called 
"Worker Power." Police ques- 
tioned his family and friends, 
attempting to trace his recent 
movements.

Disaster feared 
in Mississippi 
tanker collision 

NEW ORLEANS. Louisiana. 
Nov. 9 (AP) — A Liberian tan- 
ker and a Panamanian ship 
collided in the Mississippi near 
New Orleans Thursday spilling 
crude oil into rbe water. No in- 
juries were reported. 

The Coast Guard said it was 
“a potential major oil spili," 
but it was not immediately kno- 
wn whether the tanker was 
loaded or whether the spill oc- 
curred after it had empted iu» 
cargo at one of the refineries 
in the area. 

The tanker, the Irene Lemes, 
was reported going down at the 
bow. with an apparent gash 
about 30 feel long in the hull 
There was no immediate 
word on the condition of the 
Panamanian vessel the 606- 
foot Maritime Justice. loaded 
with scrap. 

The Irene Lemos is listed as 
a 1,000-foot vessel. Tankers of 
that size are not normally al- 
lowed up the river. 

The collision happened about 
two miles north of the ferry 
landing at Belle Chasse, across 
the river from New Orleans, 
not far from the Coast Guard 
station: 
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
